It is to be regretted, of course, that 
thoughtless individuals have occasionally brought discredit in 
a measure upon all who wear the national,uniforms,.but their 
actions should not foe "made the basis for acts dial will bring 
confusion to the greater number or insull-lo I he uniform itself.
